Place 5 or 6 beans around each 
pole, cover with 2 in. of soil, and firm to assist germination. When plants are well 


started, thin so that 3 or 4 of the strongest remain to a pole. A packet of seed is enough 
for 15 poles; 1 Ib. of seed for 100 poles, except Scarlet Runner, a pkt. of which is enough 
for 8 poles; 1 lb. for 60 poles.

_ Bush Lima Beans succeed well in almost any good garden soil but do best in a 
rich, well-drained, sandy loam. As seed is sensitive to cold and wet ground, it must 
not be planted until the soil has become quite warm and fairly dry. Plant the seeds 


edgewise, eye down, 4 in. apart in rows 2% to 3 ft. apart, and cover with 2 in. of 
fine soil. When the plants are well started, thin to stand 12 in. apart for large- 
seeded varieties and 8 to 12 in. for small-seeded varieties. Give frequent and 
shallow cultivation until blossoms appear, but do not cultivate or handle plants 
when they are wet.‘A pkt. of large-seeded varieties will sow 15 ft. of row; one lb, 
100 ft.; the small-seeded kinds will, of course, go much farther,

How to Grow Cucumbers 


Make your first sowing of cucumbers after all danger of frost 
has passed to supply fruits for summer use, and a second sow- 
ing 4 or 5 weeks later to furnish cucumbers for fall use and 
pickling. They succeed best in a fertile, light, well-drained 
soil. Well-rotted manure or organic matter dug into the soil 
where seeds are to be planted and side-dressings of commercial 
fertilizer after the plants have begun to grow are beneficial. 


Plant in groups 4 to 5 ft. apart, placing 8 to 10 seeds in each 
group, and cover with % in. of soil. When plants are 6 to 8 in.

How to Grow Onions from Seed 


Sow seed as early in the spring as the ground can be worked, in rows 1 to 1% ft. apart. 
Cover the seed lightly. The soil best suited to grow onions is one that is reasonably 
fertile, well drained, and well prepared. If fully matured onions are wanted, thin the 


seedlings when 3 to 4 in. tall, to stand sufficiently far apart to develop without touching 
one another. When the bulbs have reached maturity, bend down the tops to hasten 
ripening before the onions are harvested. Store in a dry, free-from-frost place over 
winter.

How to Grow Peas 


Peas make their best growth during cool weather so that the first planting of seed should be 
made as early in the spring as the soil can be worked. Sow an early variety two or three 
times at 10-day intervals or choose from the smooth-seeded early, wrinkled-seeded early 


and main-crop varieties. Sow again in late summer for a fall crop. Planting space available 
more or less governs the number of sowings and the choice between tall and dwarf varieties. 
Peas are usually planted in double rows 3 in. apart, the seeds dropped 2 in. apart and 
covered with 1 to 2 in. of soil. Double rows should be spaced about 27 it. apart. For best 
results, provide supports (wire, brush or string) for the tall-growing varieties to climb upon.
